RURAL DELIVERY POSTAGE. 


Order Mo. S75 recently seat out by the 


Post Oflice Department, applying to the 
rural delivery system, reads as follows : 


First. That ou aud after August 1,1UOO, 


the "drop letter" or one cent rate of post- 
age will not, apply within rural free deliv- 
eiy limits. The two cent per ounce rate 
will be exacted within such delivery upon 
all Hrst-clasa matter except postal cards. 


Second. That the introduction of rural 


free delivery will not increase or otherwise 
modify the present rate of postage on sec- 
ond-class matter. 


Third. That rural free delivery carriers 


will not bring to the post-office mail mat- 
tor, collected b.y them, which may be de- 
livered on their routes before completing 
their trips. 


Fourth. That stamps upon mail matter 


collected by rural free delivery carriers, 
including those on matter delivered en 
route as directed iu Saction 3, will be can- 
celled by them and reported to the post- 
master, who will derive tbe benefit of the 
cancellation if tlie ollice is Fourth Class. 


Fifth. That until suitable rubber can- 


celling stamps can be supplied by the De. 
partment, rural free delivery letter carriers 
will cancel stamps with the indelible pen- 
cils recently furnished thorn for use in 
registering letters.
